THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Andover, in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at The Town House in 
said Andover on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects.

9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five dollars for Memorial purposes, or 
pass any vote relating thereto.
